FEAR BATTLE 


(EXCLUSIVS DISPATCH.) 

SALT LAKE CITY, March 20.— 
The Allen Canyon band of renegade 
Piute Indians is again on the war- 
path, and serious trouble is ex- 
pected by State and Federal au. 
thorities. The town of Blanding 
is isolated, the Indians having cut 
telephone and telegraph wires, but 
word from Monticello iate this 
afternoon is to the effect that 
posses from neighboring towns 
surrounded the village and suc- 
ceeded in driving the Piutes, who 
had invested Blanding, to a point 
about a mile from the San Juan 
River. 


A report was received late to- 
night to the effect that one Indian 
had been killed and two wounded 
by one of the posses of whites who 
set out late yesterday in persuit 
of the renegades. 

The dead indian was said to be 
a young buck known as Joe 
Bishop's boy, and one of the two 
youths Who escaped from author- 
ities at Blanding after their con- 
viction yesterday on misdemeanor 
charges resulting from the robbery 
of a sheepherder'’s camp.

STILL HOLDING OUT 


WASHINGTON AGAIN ANSWERS 
BORAH’S URGING FOR 
RECOGNITION 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

WASHINGTON, March 20.— 
With Senator Borah, Republican, 
Idaho, making speeches through- 
out the country urging American 
recognition of the soviet govern- 
ment of Russia, reiterations have 
come from officials of the Wash- 
ington government that the soviet 
authorities have taken no step to 
win such recognition. : 

It was made clear today that 
the way is open for the soviet of- 
ficials to notify the government of 
any change of policy relating to 
international obligations if there 
has been any change. Much is

ARE DISEASE VICTIMS 


AMERICAN RELIEF DOCTOR 
SAYS 000 ARE ILL; 
RATE HIGH

ATHENS (Greece) March 20.— 
According to the official report, is- 
sued today by Dr. Wilfred Post, 
Boston, who is medical director of

Conservatives Fight Over 
Bolshevik Flag 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

MEXICO CITY, March 20.—A 
small but notable incident occurred 
here this morning when the first 
clash was registered between Red 
Laborites and Mexican Fascisti. 

The executive committee of the 
strikers yesterday placed the red- 
and-black bolshevik flag across the 
doorway of the downtown office of 
the Mexican Sewer Pipe Company, 
barring entrance to the American 
manager and hie . This action 
came as the culminating feature of 
a five weeks’ strike, and was the 
first time such a thing had been 
done in center of the city. 

This morning at 11 o'clock eight 
Fascisti, all prominent citizens, 
among them noted lawyers, ap- 
proached the entrance and grasped 
the red-and-black flag ®™ yank it 
off. A guard of Laborites resisted 
and several blows were exchanged. 

The incident is likely to stimulate 
the slowly growing hatred between 
the Fascisti and the labor factions. 
The red-and-biack banner now 
hangs at Fascist! headquarters, 
where it is pointed to proudly as 
the first sign Of the downfall of the 
radical element of Mexico.

CHICAGO, March 20.—Since 
the stee] industry has traditional- 
ly been regarded as a “barometer” 
of basic business conditions, the 
annual report of the United States 
Steel Corporation, the largest fac- 
tor in the industry, is of partic- 
ular interest. The data presented 
in the report and the conclusions 
drawn by Chairman E. H. Gary 
add im ant testimony to the 
grist evidence of returning 
prosperi-y. 

“Tne steel industry in 1922 
showed a substantial recovery 
from the unusually low volume of 
1921, both in new business offered 
and production,” Mr. Gary says. 
“The aggregate tonnage of or- 
ders booked by the subsidiary 
companies was slightly over 90 
per cent of their estimated max- 
imum annual capacity. 

“But the greater part of this 
tonnage was entered during the 
second six months of the y@ar 
when, owing to the strike at coal 
mines and of the railroad shop- 
men, operations were conducted 
with difficulty. As a result the 
output of the eteel-making com- 
panies for the entire year aver- 
aged only 71.3 per cent of their 
capacity. 

“At the close of 1922 the ton- 

nage of unfilled orders for various 
classes of stee) products “was 
6,745,703 tons in comparison with 
4,268,414 tons at the close of 1921. 
Up to the date of the writing of

QUICK SERVICE 

Much trading is done by con- 
sumers with stores that are near 
and convenient regardless of other 
considerations. This is true in 
great cities as well as in small 
towns. This explains why so many 
emall shops get by in large cen- 
ters, when all the logic of the sit- 
vation is against them. 

The small distributor relies 
much upon his personality and 
that he is a local institution, and 
adds to the growth and prosperity 
of the town and the neighboring 
country. His best hold is low per- 
centage of cost of doing business, 
for, as a rule, his gross profit is 
not large and in the nature of 
things cannot be. 

Personal knowledge and super- 
vision must in his case largely 
take the place of system and elab- 
orate method, for he carries his 
business in his head. So his ex- 
pense account is low and his losses 
in merchandising are not apt to 
run very heavy. In such circum- 
stances he is a formidable com- 
petitor of the large house of a 
distance.

Englishmen Write for Data 
on Tulare Farms 


Movement to Guarantee 
White Labor On 


GIANT FOREST, March 20. — 
Park Ranger George Magly, in 
charge of winter quarters at Giant 
Forest in Sequoia National Park, 
gives an interesting report of snow- 
fall for this year and past seasons. 
He reports less snow for 1922-23 
than in 1921-22, yet snow now on 
the ground is well packed, and pre- 
cipitation has fallen so gradually 
and has been so well absorbed into 
the ground that there has been 
little run-off. There are now 66.3 
inches of snow at Giant Forest, as 
compared with 136.5 inches at this 
date last year. 

Mr. Magly states that there are 
at least two more months of snow 
and rain in proepect and, although 
last year precipitation at this high 
altitude was 39.7 inches at this 
date, as against 20.77 inches for 
this year, the additional nineteen 
inches of last year went down with 
the early run-off preceding the late 

ber snow coverings. Snow- 
fall of October still remains on the 
ground this year, forming part of 
the heavy winter content, so far 
only fifty-four inches behind the 
snowfall of iast year at this date. 

Record of total enowfalis at 
summit stations located much as 
Glant Forest; give an average of 
but 416.5 inches for thirty-seven 
years and in six years of that time 
snowfall was less than 250 inches. 

With the great amount of forest 
growth in this region, practically 
all of the precipitation which has 
falien this year is being held at 
the higher altitude, and will come 
down in the usual run-off through- 
out the entire summer.
